Import Trade Control—Open General Licence No- LXXXIII 

No. 12/07.—In pursuance of the Imports (Control) Order, 1085, the 
Central Government hereby gives general permission to all persons to import into 
India from any country in the world except the Union of South Africa/South 
West Africa, Rhodesia and Portugal, any goods of the description specified in 
the Schedule below: — 

Provided that— 

( 1 ) in the case of goods of the description specified in the Schedule below, 
such goods have not been produced or manufactured In the Union of 
South Africa/South West Africa, Rhodesia or Portugal; 

(li) such goods are shipped on through consignment to India on or before the 
31st March, 1968 without any grace period whatsoever; and 
(Hi) nothing in this licence shall affect the application to any goods, of any 
prohibition or regulation affecting the import thereof, in force at the 
time when such goods are imported.
